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Have Wings, 
Will Fly 

After two years of "taxiing" 
the George Fox Flight club has 
finally leaped into the air and is 
heading "cross country". Under 
the gentle push of Mr. Arensmei- 
er, eight students and two faculty 
met on Monday, March 7 and 
voted to organize. Jon Newkirk 
was elected president, Jerry Farm- 
er as sec-treasurer, Darrel Kauff- 
man as instructor, and Mr. Arens- 
meier as faculty advisor. A con- 
stitution is being drawn up to be 
presented to student council for 
approval. 

Through the work of Darrel 
Kauffman, Sam Whitney of 
Sportsman Air Park in Newberg 
has made a special offer to all 
George Fox students interested in 
flying. With an initiation fee of 
$40 a student may fly a Cessna 
150 or a Cherokee 140 at a re- 
duction of 25% per hour. This 
would make the cost of a Cessna 
150 $9 per hour and the Piper 
Cherokee 140 $10.80 per hour. 
With instructor costs this would 
be $15 per hour for the Cessna 
and $16.80 for the Piper. These 
planes are fully equipped and are 
recently made aircraft. Cost for 
the same type craft at Troutdale 
Airport is $21 dual and $15 solo. 
It would take 1 3 hours and 1 5 
minutes to earn back the initiation 
fee and after that time the sav- 
ings takes place. 

Mr. Whitney has placed two 
stipulations on his offer: (1) There 
must be at least six students will- 
ing to enroll in this program by 
April I, and (2) The student must 
be attending George Fox for the 
offer to be in effect. This pro- 
gram is also open to students who 
already have pilot ratings. 

There will be another meeting 
of those interested in the Flight 
Club Monday morning, March 14 
at 9:45. Vou do not have to be a 
pilot to come — come if you are 
interested in aviation in any way. 
shape or manner.

There has been some discussion on campus 
concerning disciplinary action taken recently in 
several cases — supported by both student recom- 
mendation and administrative policies. A few 
thoughts concerning this subject have been run- 
ning through this editor's mind, pertaining es- 
pecially to each individual student's responsibility 
in these matters. 

No one can rightly place the blame for lack of 
disciplinary action solely on the administration, 
for most of the responsibility lies with the stu- 
dents. We are the ones who live and associate with 
each other and are the only ones in the position to 
know what goes on. 

The question comes to mind: To whom does 
our loyalty belong — the school, ourself , God, our 
fellow" students . . . ? This question can only be 
answered according to one's basis or philosophy of 
life, and from this would stem one's course of ac- 
tion. 

Ideally, the first course to take when you be- 
come aware that someone is breaking a rule is to 
confiont them with this knowledge, asking them 
to quit or you will have to report their actions to a 
higher authority. This places the responsibility 
directly upon the person himself, and if he really 
cares about attending GFC he will either quit or 
try to be more sneaky. Either way, you will know 
his decision and will have to follow through if he 
continues. 

However, to what extent is it our business 
what others do? We certainly cannot put our- 
selves in God's place by judging whether a person 
is justified in his misbehavior or not — yet, is 
breaking a rule always wrong? 

While it seems that we cannot set down any 
hard and fast rules, we must remember that the 
responsibility rests upon our shoulders as to the 
extent the standards of this campus are upheld. 
Let us beware of the calloused, indifferent atti- 
tude so prevalent in the world today. We must 
care right now about those who are going outside 
the school rules and do that which we know in our 
hearts to be right.

Ted Stucky, a freshman from 
Kings Garden high school in Se- 
attle, Washington, went on self- 
disciplined starvation for seven 
days to study the emotional re- 
actions of not having food. This 
study was done in conjunction 
with his psychology class. 

Stucky told fellow students 
that he was proving "eating food 
is a habit and I'm going to break 
the habit." 

Stucky made believers of those 
who said he could not do it. His 
self-disciplined starvation was 
over on February 20, 1966. It be- 
uan seven days earlier on Febru- 
ary 13, 1966. 

Ted admitted to cheating a 
little: "I drank two cokes during 
the starvation period." He said the 
only reason he began eating again 
was because "food tastes good 
and 1 like it." 

He lost fourteen and one-half 
pounds from his six-foot frame. 
Stucky said, "It would probably 
be a lot easier for a big person 
to starve himself because his body 
can live off the excess weight." 
Incidentally, Ted weighs 235 
pounds. 



Chapel Assigned Seating Brings Comment 



The Campus Relations com- 
mittee has recommended to the 
administration that there be as- 
signed seating in chapel next 
term. The logical pattern would 
be for the sophomores to sit in 
the far left section, the frosh in 
the center section, and the juniors 
and seniors in the far right sec- 
tion. Seating would be in alpha- 
betical order with only engaged 
couples being allowed to sit to- 
gether. 

Attendance would be taken by 
two monitors who would pass 
down the aisles after the tardy 
bell. At the beginning of chapel 
would be the usual announce- 
ments and opening song. All 
would stand during the song, and 
students coming in during this 
time could take their places and 
not be counted tardy. This would 
allow a grace period to late- 
comers. Roll would be taken 
after everyone was seated. Any- 
one arriving after this time would 
sit in a special section at the rear 
of the room and would be 
marked tardy. There would also 
be a section reserved for visitors. 

After rumors of such a plan 
became known, our hallowed 
halls rang with shouts of "We're 
being treated like children again!" 
But on consideration, one won- 
ders if we have been acting like 
students — why do so many give 
their number and then walk out? 
Why were there 70 empty seats at 
the front of the center section on 
Tuesday, March 8? And why 
were there S3 students standing 
at the back during the entire per- 
iod? 

The number system is great 
— it allows the students a 
great deal of liberty. Along with 
this liberty, however, students 
are expected to do their share to 
make the system work. Have we 
done our share? Should we con- 
tinue to expect the same consid- 
erations when we obviously have 
not tried to make it work?

Dale Rinard, senior — / am in 
favor of assigned seating because 
it will improve efficiency in tak- 
ing role, finding a seat, and start- 
ing chapel on time.

Jim Lingenfelter, junior — Per- 
sonally, 1 don't see how it is 
going to help the problem of 
chapel by assigning seats. The 
problem lies more with the setting 
we have and also, we could have 
much more enlightening chapels 
than we have had in some cases. 

Rick Ashenbrenner, freshman 

— I feel that assigned seating in 
our chapel is entirely uncalled for 

— after all. we are in college, anil 
not a Sunday School class. 

Juanita Astleford, junior — I 
am aware that th ; s system is be- 
ing used in some colleges and has 
proved to be very effective. Just 
the same, no matter how sweet or 
compatible the people next to me 
might be. 1 still would not look 
forward to sitting between the 
same two for approximately four 
days a week for nine months. 

Del Meliza, senior — Assigned 
seating for chapel seems an insult 
for college students, hut yet it 
can serve a valuable function 
which the present system has 
failed to provide. After two terms 
we still have students giving their 



numbers and leaving, and we 
still have them standing in the 
back in preference to sitting in 
the front. Assigned seating would 
tend to eliminate these problems. 



Ralph Beutler, sophomore — I 
feel that we should be allowed the 
freedom to sit with whomever we 
want, not necessarily with the 
person whose name happens to 
be next on the alphabet. I think 
it would be very desirable that the 
tradition of seating by classes be 
enforced. Many freshmen sit in 
the sophomore section while 
there are plenty of seats available 
in their own section. 

Carolyn Harmon, junior - 
Since compulsory chapel is estab- 
lished here at George Fox, I think 
that the best method should be 
used to keep accurate record of 
attendance. With the present set- 
up it is fairly easy to skip out af- 
ter giving your number, and it is 
easy for the monitor to miss your 
number. With the assigned seating 
method there is no doubt as to 
whether one is there or not. And 
to those who may complain — 
you'd better count your blessings 
instead. At least we are not being 
graded on our attentiveness (or 
lack of it) in chapel as they have 
done in the past.
